FACE NEW CHARGE 


Conspiracy to Lower 
Wages and Maintain 
Prices Alleged Against 


New England Concerns.

Washington, January 3.—John 
Golden, of: New York, president of 
the United Textile Workers of 
America, came to Washington Mon- 
day with information purporting to 
show how textile manufacturing in- 
terets of New England have con- 
spired to lower wages and main- 
tain prices: 

This information is to be placed 
before members of congress with 
the dernand that a congressional in- 
vestigation be condutced. Accom- 
panied by Frank McKosky, of Phil- 
adelphia, general vice president 
of the textile, workers, Golden 
spent the entire day in consulta- 
tion with Samuel Gompers, Frank 
Morrison and other offfcials of the 
American Federation of bor. 

Among the specific charge are 
these: 

That certain manufacturers held 
three “star chamber” meetings in 
Boston during the latter part of 
December, and arbitrarily fixed a 
standard reduction of wages 
amounting to 22 1-2 per cent. 

That 90 per cent of all workers 
in the textile trades have been laid 
off work or have had their work- 
ing quotas reduced anywhere from 
three to five days a week. 

That because of federal exemp- 
tions from tax payments on stock 
dividends the“manufacturers have 
withdrawn millions of dollars from 
the pockets of workers and placed 
them to the bank credits of peo- 
ple whase hardest work is the clip- 
ping of’ coupons. 

“During the war,” said Golden, 
“we managed to poost the wages 
of textile workers* but we are los- 
ing all the ground gained now that 
the manufacturers have seen fit 
to shut down their factories or put 
our people on part-time work.”

There were insistent demands for 


time, southern members especially 
desiring to speak in behalf of the 
amendment (ffered by Representa- 
tive Byrnes, Tennessee, ranking 
democrat of the appropriations com- 
mittee. It finally was agreed to 
limit debate tomorrow to an hour 
and a half. Republicans, ready to 
make a point of order against the 
amendment, with every assurance 
that it would be sustained, declined 
to press it so that everybody could 
talk and then bring the question 


squarely to a vote,

Shoals queston, the house aproved 


it with few changes. 
Funds Strickem . 

An appropriation or $75,000 for 
the council of national defense was 
stricken out, 45 to 23, with the re- 
sult that this war-created agency 
will be left without funds July 1. 
The expected fight on the shipping 
board item fell down. although the 
paragraph directing the board. to 
sell its ships and build no more, 
was ordered out on the ground that 
it was covered by existing law. 
Chairman Good, of the appropria- 
tions committee, said the paragraph 
had been put there because if was 
desired to go to any length to com- 
pel the board to do what congress 
already had qirected. 

It -was explained later that the 
house action in eliminating the par- 
agraph would leave the shipping 
board without funds after July 1, 
except for $459,000 for salaries of 
commissioners and for expenses of 
the board in the District of Colum- 
bia and of an investigation of for- 
eign discrimination against Ameri- 
can vessels and shippers. 

The board ea sttK asked for an 
appropriation of $147,000,000. Instead 
of allowing this amount, the appro- 
priations committee inserted a para- 
graph in the sundry civil bill au- 
theorizing the board to use funds on 
hand July 1, the amount received 
during the coming fiscal year from 
operation of ships and not to exceed 
$55,000,000 derived from the sale of 
the ships and equipment. 

By striking out this paragraph, it 
was explained, the house left the 
board without authority even to use 
funds derived from salvaging of its 
equipment for operating expenses. 

It was ~predicted that an appro- 
priation for the board would be in- 
serted in the bill when it reaches 
the senate.

GNASH AT LABOR 


Supreme Court Monday, 
in Duplex Printing Com- 
pany’s Action Against 
Machinists, Clarifies Pro- 
tection Clause of Clay- 
ton Act. 


LEADERS ARE SILENT 
OVER THE DECISION 


Right, of Secondary Boy- 
cott Abridged—Conclu- 
sion of Highest Judicial 
Body Will Be Far- 
Reaching in Effect. 


Washington, January 3.—Labor 
unions or their members are ac- 
countable under the anti-trust laws 
where they depart from their “nor- 
mal and legitimate objects and en- 
gage in an actual combination or 
conspiracy in restraint of trade,” 
the supreme court held today fn an 
opinion on which it divided, six to 
three. 

The court reversed lower court 
decrees dismissing the application 
of the Duplex Printing Press com- 
pany, of Battle Creek, Mich., for 
an injunction restraining Emil | J. 
Deering an Willfam Bramley, ‘as 
business agents of the International 
Association of Machinists, from 
continuing a so-calléd secondary 
boycott. This was described by 
the court as “a combination not 
merely. to. refrain. from...dealing 
with complainant of to advise or 
by peaceful means to persuade com- 
plainants to refrain (primary boy- 
cott), but to exercise coercive pres- 
sure wpon such customers, actual 
and prospective, in order‘to cause 
them to withhold or withdraw pa- 
tronage from complainant through 
fear of loss or damage to them- 
selves should “they deal with it.” 

Labor leaders of*prominence de- 
clined to comment on the decision 
of the court, which is the first to 
be given on what President Gom- 
pers, of the American Federation of 
Labor, has described as “labor's bill 
of rights.” At the headquarters of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists It was said that all the of- 
ficers were out of town.

“I am not in any way attempting 
to obstruct the work of the board 
of commissioners,” said Mr. Boy- 
kin, “but it eught to be obvious 
to any one that I could not at this 
time reveal the evidence the grand 
jury has.adduced in this matter.

He said that in all. more cases 
had been made in Atlanta against 
whites tnan negroes. He said, how- 
ever, that the court had tried more 
shooting cases against negro wom- 
en than any other class. 

“They are literally stalking up 
and down the alleys of this city, 
and even the thoroughfares. shoot- 
ing down other negro women, al- 
most in every case because ‘the 
women is after her man,’”  safd 
Judge Humphires. 

Judge Humphries said liquor 
caused most of the shooting. He 
said the statistics of \the court 
showed that negro women in At- 
lanta were drinking more liquor 
and doing more shooting than negro 
men. 


Destroy Liquor. 

Judge Humphires said the over- 
whelming majority of the women 
were in favor of destroying every 
vestige of distribution of whisky, 
and its drinking. » : 


The court pointed out that no 
mercy should be shown offenders 
because they had friends or families 
dependent on them, or because of 
their youth. 

“There are officers in Fulton 
county ‘who are afraid to arrest 
criminals,” he said, “The last one of 
them ought to be got rid of, and 
that as soon as possible.”’ 

Judge Humphries opened his 
charge with a recital of the court’s 
record for 1920. He showed that 
out of 1,007 cases tried, all of which 
were felonies except 75, there were 
795 convictions, 94 acquittals, 14 
mistrials, 95 nolle prosses and 3 
transferred to the criminal court of 
Atlanta. 

The record showed there were 39 
homicide cases, with 35 convictions; 
59 assault to murder cases, with 47 
convictions: 201 burglaries, with 
184 convictions; 51 forgeries, par- 
ticipated in mostly by young white 
men, with 48 convictions, and 36 
larceny after trust cases, partici- 
pated in mostly by young white 
men who.were stealing their em-

Fifty Are Accused 
Charge E xhorbitant 
Prices for Coal 


Knoxville, Tenn., January .3—The 
federal grand jury today returned 
twenty-eight indictments against 
fifty local coal companies and deal- 
ers and against their proprietors 
and managers allegeing that these 
defendant had been guilty of de- 
manding and charging unjust and 
exhorbitant prices in producing and 
‘handling of coal during last year. 

Indictments returned were against 
mining companies or brokerage con- 
cerns, the. evidence presented gen- 
erally showing that the retail deal- 
ers on the whole were not receiv- 
ing excessive prices for their coal, 
Numerous instances ’ appeared 
where the retail dealer had paid as 
high as $11.50 per ton for his coal 
f. o. b. the mines. 

The United States attorney states, 
however, that the special eeen'y 
from one department of justice 
would continue to make investiga- 
tions with reference to profiteering 
and that their particular attention 
wou)* be directed towards the re- 
tail companies, which companies at 
present can obtain coal at greatly 
reduced prices. 

In the indictments returned there 
are more than nine hundred counts, 
each count representing a separate 
transaction in one car of coal, one 
indictment having as Miany as seyen 
counts. In some counts it was 4al- 
leged that certain of the defendants 
had made as high as $7.50 per ton 
profit on their coal while there were 
hundreds of counts alleging that the 
profit was $5 or more. 

Practically in all cases except one, 
the alleged highest profits were 
made by the producing or mining 
companies.

ed that “the nation. should resume 
its usual business methods.” 

Upon reading of the veto mes- 
sage in the senate, Senator Under- 
wood, of Alabama, democratic lead- 
er, urged its immedlate considera- 
tion, for which unanimous consent 
was secured by Chairman Gronna, 
of the agriculture committee which 
reported the bill. Senator Under- 
wood followed with the only ad- 
dress made, declaring that finan- 
cial distress now was greater than 
during the war and that he felt con- 
fident of wise administration of the 
proposed law that would cause “no 
undue drain on the treasury.” 

On the senate roll call, twenty- 
nine democrats were joined by 
twenty-four republicans in  over- 
riding the veto. 

With President. 


Supporting the president’s oppo- 
sition were two democrats, Senators 
Gerry, of Rhode Island, and Thomas, 
of Colorado, and three republicans, 
Elkins end Sutherland, of West Vir- 
ginia, and Keyes, of New Hamp- 
Shire. Senators Glass, damocrat, 


Virginia, and Edge, republican, New 
Jersey, voted against overriding the 
veto, but withdrew their votes on 
account of having pairs. Senator 
Fenrose, of Pennsylvania, a repub- 
lican leader, was paired, but an- 
nounced that he would have voted 
to sustain the veto. 

The president's message also was 
read in the house. _. Representative 
Mondell, of Wyoming, republican 
leader, announced later that it 
would be taken up tomorrow ai the 
opening of the house, but without 
any definite arrangements for a 
vote. Advocates of the bill, how- 
ever, expressed confidence that the 
house also would vote to enact the 
bill despite the veto. The house 
passed the bill by a vote of 212 to 
61, or much more than the necessary 
two-thirds majority. Many of the 
negative votes were cast by repub- 
licans, 

Criticises Secretary. 


Before the president's message 
r ached the senate today Senator 
Harrison, democrat, Mississippi, a 
leading advocate of the legislation, 
-criticised Secretary Houston, de- 
claring that the treasury head, ac- 
9 ti | to newspaper reports, had 
advised presidential disapproval of 
the bill without iIndicatin such 
opposition when Mr. Houston was 
before congressional committees. 

Senator Edge issued a statement 
tonight declaring that the presi- 
dent’s arguments: against the bill 
were “absolutely unanswerable.” 
By issuing bonds the finance cor- 
poration, Senator Edge said, would 
“adversely affect the present finan- 
cial and economic situation with- 
out any direct resultant good to 
producers.” 


TEXT OF MESSAGE 
VETOING MEASURE 


The president’s message follows: 
To the Senate of the United States: 

I am returning, without’ my sig- 
nature, SJ Res. 212, “joint resolu- 
tion directing the war finance com- 
poration to take certain action for 
the relief of the present depression 
in the agricultural sections of the 
country, and for other purposes.”

Was granted, that peace would have 
been formally proclaimed before this 
time and that the limitation of one 
year would have expired. 

In May, 1920, in view of the fact 
that export trade had not been in- 
terrupted but had greatly expand-™ 
ed, and that exports were being. 
privately financed in large volumes, 
the war finance corporation, at the 
request of the secretary of the treas- 
ury and with my approval, sus 
pended the making of advances. 


Reason for Resolution. 


This resolution was pasagd by the 
congress apparently in view of the 
recent sudden and considerable fall 
in prices, especially of agricultural 
commodities, with the thougl# that 
some European countries to which 
certain enaete were customarily 
shipped before the war might again 
be enabled to resume their impor- 
tation, and that larger masses of 
domestic exports to European coun- 
tries generally might be ‘stimulat- 
ed, with the resulting enhancement 
of domestic prices. I am in full 
sympathy with every sound propdsal 
to promote foreign trade along 
sound business lines. 

I am not convinced that the meth- 
od proposed is wise, that the bene- 
fits, if any, would offset the evils 
which would result, or that the 
Same or larger advantages cannot 
be secured without resort to gov- 
ernmental intervention. On the 
contrary, I apprehend that the re- 
sumption of the corporation’s as- 
tivities at this time would exert 
no beneficial influence on the sit- 
uation in which improvement is 
sought, would raise false hopes 
among the very people who would 
expect most and would be hurtful to 
the natural and orderly processes of 
business and finance. 

Large government credits were 
extended during the war to certain 
European governments associated 
with us in the struggle. These 
ceased several months after the 
armistice, except for commitments 
already made. They should not 
now be resumed, either directly or 
indirectly. The recent Brussels 
conference, composed of experts 
from many European countries and 
from other nations, itself expressed 
the opinion that further credits 
should not be accorded directly by, 
governments. I do not believe that 
they should be accorded indirectly. 


Exports Increased. 


Exports of domestic products 
have not declined since the armi- 
stice. On the contrary, they have 
greatly increased. From an aggre- 
gate value before the war of less 
than $2,500,000,000 and of about $6,- 
000,000,000 the last year of hostili- 
tiles, they rose in the calendar year 
1919 to more than $7,900,000,000, 
and this figure will probably be 
exceeded for the last calendar year. 
For the first eleven months of last 
« sndar year we exported more 
than $7,500,000,000 worth of domes- 
tic merchandise. These have been 
largely privately financed. The 
difficulty in the way of still larger 
exports does not seem to lie s0 
much in the lack of financial abil- 
ity here as in Europe’s lack of 
means to make.payment. Her pro- 
ductive energies and the _ services 
which she renders have not yet 
reached a point where they balance 
the value of commodities taken 
from this nation, and her ability to 
furnish for additional exports &e- 
curities which business men would 
feel justifi in taking is restricted. 
The exper of the Brussels con- 
ference reported that “one of the 
chief obstacles to the granting of 
credits is the absence in borrow- 
ing countries of sufficient securt- 
ties for ultimate repayments.” Un- 
til this obstacle is removed it is 
difficult to see how materially 
larger exports to Europe are to be 
made even if exporters, aided or 
unaided by government finance, 
stand ready to do their’part. It is 
remarkable that Europe is able to 
mak@ an effective demand for as 
large a volume of our goods as she 
is making. It is gratifying evidence 
of her recovery and progress to- 
ward full production and sounder 
financial] conditions, 

Under the law, if the 
of the corporation were 
no direct advances could bé@ made 
to producers, and if they could be, 
they would not accomplish the ob- 
jects in view. They would not cre- 
ate demand for our products. They 
could be made only to exporters or 
to banks engaged in financing ex- 
ports, and if they did in some meas- 
ure stimulate exports they would 
probably not have the effect appar- 
ently most desired of substantially 
increasing those of agricultural 
commodities. Already, with the 
larger volume of exports which Eu- 
rope is taking from us, she is ex- 
ercising her option of taking a 
smaller volume of some of our prin- 
cipal agricultural products, such 
as meats, presumably because she 
herself has become more largely 
self-sufficient, or is again provid- 
ing herself with supplies from dis- 
tant countries, which, with the 
opening up of shipping since the 
armistice, have once more found 
their place in the markets of the 
world.

Probable Effect. 


It {s highly probable that the 
most immediate and conspicuous ef- 
fect of the resumption of the cor- 
poration’s activities would be an 
effort on the part of exporters to 
shift the financing of their opera- 
tions from ordinary commercial} 
channels to the government. This 
would be unfortunate. It would 
rontinue the government as an ac- 
tive factor in ordinary business op- 
erations. If activities of any con- 
siderable magnitude resultéd they 
would necessitate the imposition of 
additional taxes or further borrow- 
ing, either through the war finance 
corporation or by the treasury. In 
either case new burdens would be 
laid upon all the people. Further 
borrowing would in all likelihood 
tap the very resources which might 
otherwise be available for private 
operations, or which the treasury is 
now compelled to reach to meet cur- 
rent obligations of the government. 
There is no question that the bor- 
rewing of the government should ba 
limited to the requirements, and 
that government should not be ecall- 
ed upon further to finance private 
business at public expense. To the

Financial agencies in 
aid of exports, privately financed, 
have already been planned to op- 
erate under the act approved De- 
cember 24, 1919, authorizing the 
organizatai.n of banking corpora- 
tions to do foreign banking busi- 
ness..-One corporation has been or- 
ganized in the south and a second 
of larger scope is. in course of 
development. These agencies may 
be expected to act as promptly and 
as liberally and helpfully as sound 
business conditions will permit. 
Through reliance on such enter- 
prises, rather than through govern- 
ment intervention, may we expect 
to secure: a return to stable busi- 
ness relations. For ‘many month 
there has been a demand that war 
agencies should be abolished and 
that there should be less govern- 
ment interference with business. I 
have sympathized with this. view, 
and believe that it is applicable to 
foreign trade as well as to domes- 
tié business. I am of the opinion 
that now, more than two years aft- 
er the armistice, the nation should 
resume its usual business methods 
and return to its reliance on the 
initiative, intelligence and ability 
of its business leaders and finan- 
cail institutions. 
War’s Legacy. 

We shall not witness an imme- 
diate satisfactory adjustment. of 
domestic and international trade re- 
lations. The burdens of war are 
not lifted when the fighting ceases. 
One sad thing about war is that it 
leaves behind it’ a legacy of eco- 
nomic ills and of suffering from 
which there is no escape. Caondi- 
tions, however, are improving both 
here and abroad. The difficulties 
with which we are now confronted 
are of small consequence in com- 
parison with those which we have 
met and overcome. Fuller restora- 
tion awaits the adoption of con- 
struction measures of large conseé- 
quence; the secure establishment of 
a just peace in the world; the ces- 
sation of the fighting everywhere; 
the more complete resumption. in 
Europe of the normal courses of in- 
dustry: the return of her people to 
sounder fiscal and banking policies, 
and the breaking down within her 
borders of harmful restrictions.

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Stocks Make Good Opening 
Followed by Anéther Drop 


BY R. y BARNUM 


New York, January 3.—With the reserve ratio of the twelve fed- 
eral banks as a whole starting out the week up to 45.4 compared with 
45.1 a week ago and 43.7 at this time last year, and with many promi- 
nent business men giving out over the holiday optimistic interviews on 
the general outlook there was an accumulaton of buying orders at the 
opening of. the stock market this morning that caried prices from 
January 1 2 points with the largest gains in rails. 

But then Atlantic Gulf, which opened at its closing price of 76, 
started to decline and quickly dropped to a new low record of 70. 
Then the market as a whole turned weak with the bears putting out 
fresh lines of short stock. After declines of from.1 to 2 points on the 
average the market grew extremely dull. 

ATLANTIC GULF STILL DROPPING, 

Atlantic Gulf, which has had a decline of from 140 to 70 without 
a rally, has recently upset the general market a number of times. 
That stock, like all shipping shares, is racing a slump In traffic with 
ocean rates much lower and the chances are that the present dividend 
rate of 10 per cent will not be maintained. However, the heavy sell- 
ing to one new low record after another is atributed in well-informed 
quarters here to liquidation by a firm that has been carrying a heavy 
load in copper and one or two other industries. 

Today’s annual report of the Cudahy Packing company for the 
‘fiscal year ended October 30, 1919, shows what happened in many lines 
of business. For the year the company earned $288,000,000 gross against 
$306 for 1919, $286 for 1918 and $184 for 1917. Compared with the rec- 
ord year, 1919 there was a falling off in gross of only $18 millions, or 5 
per cent. But when it come down to the surplus applicable to dividends, 
for 1920 there was only $624,000 against $2,064,000 for 1919, §$3,- 
376,000 for 1918 and $4,431,000 for 1917. Moreover, the $12,493,000 
profit and loss surplus for 1918 compares with $9,620,000 for 1919, 
and only $5,122,000 for 1920. This makes it plain that the more busi- 
ness the company did, the worse off it was. That was true of many 
if not most lines of industry. The overhead was too high, but we are 
at last headed in the right direction. 

BRICKLAYERS CUT WAGES. 


Today’s dispatches from Florida report that the Bricklayers’ union 
adopting a ‘live and let live poicy” have vountarily asked for a 20 
per cent cut in wages. From Danbury comes the news that the Hat- 
ters’ union voted for a 20 per cent wage reduction. Bethlehem Steel 
announces a cut of from 10 to 20 per cent. 

Much interest was displayed here jin the regular annual offering 
of common stock to employees by the United States Steel corporation. 
This. year the price was $§1 a share. A year ago it was $106; for 
1919 and 1918, $92; for 1917, $107; for 1916, $85; there was no offering 
of stock in 1915; for 1914 the price was $57; for 1913, $66; 
for 1912, $65; for 1911, $70; for 1910, there was no offering; for 
1909 the price was $50. Take these ten offerings up to this year and 
the average cost of one share to an employee figures out , $79, and he 
has been allowed to buy that stock on the installment ‘plan. Some 
day more people are going to understand that there are reliable bank- 
ing houses that will buy securities for them on the installment plan. 
it is a great way to save money and start a nest egg that grows. 

Two companies identified with the automobile industry, whose 
shares are listed on the New York stock exchange, announced today 
the dividends had been passed: Parrish & Bingham and the Ohio 
Body and Blower. 

| WATCH GOODYEAR DEVELOPMENTS. 


Everybody in the financial district appears to be paying strict 
attention to the day-to-day developments tn the Goodyear Tire Rub- 
ber company. Today it was learned that that company has $28,000,- 
000 indebtedness coming due February 15. This is in the form of cred- 
its by the banks. 

Receivers were appointed today for the Consolidated Arizona Cop- 
per company, whose shares are traded in on the curb. More failures 
are expected this month. But the question is have these failures al- 
ready been discounted stock marketkise? The bears say no, and say it 
loudly.

Canadian Mounted Dispatch- 
es Escort for Three Amer- 
ican Balloonists. 


Cochrane, QOnt., January 3.—Ca- 
nadian mounted Police stationed at 
Haileybury announced tonight that 
a trained messenger would be sent 
to meet and escort the three Ameri- 
can naval bahloon officers now 
making their way by dog sled to 
an Ontario rail head after being 
missing for nearly three weeks. The 


officers, who found refuge at Moose 
factory on James bay after being 
lost in the Canadian woods for four 
days, are believed to be headed for 
either Mattice or Cochrane on the 
Canadian National Transcontinental 
railway. 

Barring unfavorable weather con 
ditions, the three men who are ac- 
companied by experienced guides, 
Should reach the rail head Satur- 
day or Sunday. Their progress nec- 
essarily is slow because of the 
frozen and snow swept trails and 
the cold weather, which now regis- 
ters 30 degrees below zero’‘in that 
region. = 

With the exception of the mes- 
sage, Which they sent by Indian 
runners to Mattice, from where it 
was telegraphed to the Rockaway 
(N. Y.) naval air station, no details 
of their flight or rescue ‘dre known 
here. 

While their flight of approximate- 
ly 800 miles was not a long. dis- 
tance or time record, the aviators 
Drawer reached a point farther 
orth an ever before attained by 
a free air balloon. They left the 
Rockaway air station at 12:15 p. m., 
December 13, and landed at 2 p. m. 
the next day. Knowing that the 
prevailing winds would carry them 
over the mountainous districts of 
northern New’ York, the aviators 
probably purposely kept their craft 
at a high altitude, especially at 
night. When dawn broke they pre- 
sumably found themselves over the 
dense Canadian woods and decided 
to keep going until they could find 
an open space and land safely.
